U.S. WAR EFFORT” - 
PRESIDENT’S WARNING | 


WASHINGTON, Monday.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in a Lend-Lease 
report to Congress to-day, said: 
“The United States is producing 
only a little more than 50 per cent. 


Compared with available resources, 
Britain and Russia have producéi] 
more weapons than the United States, 
and are continuing to produce to the 
hmit, despite the fact that Russia 
is a battlefield and Britain an offen- 
sive base.”

‘TIDAL POWER . 
' FLUCTUATION FACTOR 


Considerable interest has been 
aroused by the summary published 
in the Irish Times of a memeran- 
dum on Tidal Power, which tl 
Dublin architect, Mr. Frank Gibney, 
A.Inst., R.A. has sent to the Minis- 
ter for. Industry and Commerce, 

In reply to a number of technical. 
inquiries which have been réceived, 
Mr. Gibney told a reporter esterday 
that before the outbreak of war the 
exploitation of tidal power in hydro- 
electrical development was bein 
seriously considered by the Britis 
Governmént in the estuaries of the 
Rivers Severn, Dee and Wye; by 
the French Government on the coast 
of Brittany, and by the Canadian 
Government at the Bay of Fundy, 
Nova Scotia, ahd at. Hopewell, New 
Brunswick. 

A problem concerning 4 the 
economics of such development was 
the intermittency of generation due 
to tidal fluctuations. 

“ As applied to Ireland,” said 
Mr Gibney, “a complete solution 
is afforded by reason of the fact that 
the times of tidal ranges vary at all 
points circumferencing the coast, 
extremes being experienced‘ on the 
Western and Eastern seaboards, the 
latter being six hours later than 
the former. Thus, by intercon-
